I THE TRUTH is the drive now on to 
I j preserve the life of the NRA is moti- 
3 f vated by two things— first, a desire to 
J I save the face of the administration 
I by avoiding the confession of failure; 
j second, to hold on the federal pay roll 
j the 7700 employes of the NRA organ- 
j ization, who have established what 
amounts to a vested Interest thereto.' 
i Until a few weeks ago, however, such 
'was the resentment against the NRA 
that the chances of continuation were 
not good. They have been coMider- 
ably enhanced by the recent success 
of Mr. Roosevelt In soothing the sav- 
age labor leaders, who had g'otten 
themselves into a very angry state of 
mind toward the NRA and the ad^ 
ministration generally, and Mr. Don- 
ald Richberg, the great co-ordinator, 
in particular. 



THK, NRA is a failure about which 
tliere is little room for argument. 
Wholly aside from the numerous 
court decisions which have been ren- 
dered against it, the thing has failed 
I Mr. Roosevelt knows it has faUed Its 
[first executive, its second executive 
and Its present executive all know it 
has failed. So does everybody else. 
Its failure has been announced in 
Longress and out— proclaimed by its 
foes-admitted by its friends. It lit- 
erally has no defenders save those 
paid to defend it, For months it has 
been in a progressive state of de- 
moralization and confusion, unable to 
function with even approximate ef- 
fectiveness, in the same relative posi- 
tion as the Volstead net before repeal, j 

YET INSTEAD-^Tfaclng the facts 
about this vastly, over-ballyhooed 
scheme with which the utterly im- 
practical dream of a perfectly regu- 
lated nation was to be realized Mr

THEY— Mr, William Green and Mr. 
John Lewis - had denounced Mr. 
Richberg in unstinted terms. They 
had called him a traitor, a Judas, a 
double-crosser They had, in fact, 
gone tJie limit in denunciation of the 
unfortunate Richberg, to such an ex- 
tent that stories were written by vari- 
ous astute correspondents to the ef- 
fect that his "days of usefulness" 
were over, and he was "on his way 
out." However, they appear to have 
been wrong. The other day Mr. 
Roosevelt had Mr. Green. Mr. Lewis. 
Mr. Hillman and Mr. Richberg all 
together at the White House. There 
was, it is said quite a lively confer- 
ence, in which the labor leaders 
shouted at Mr. Richberg and gener- 
ally "laid him out." 

BUT, WHEN it was all over, another 
marvelous record for the Roosevelt 
"personal charm" had been estab- 
lished. Mr. Rlcnberg, it is true, 
emerged from the conference looking 
a little pale, and there was still a 
trace of truculence about the labor 
leaders— but an accord had been 
reached. Not only was Mr. Richberg 
to head a new NRA board, but the 
labor leaders, their faith renewed, 
were behind him and the President 
in the effort to prolong its existence, 
secure in the belief that section 7a 
would not again be "scuttled." 

IT SEEMED, indeed, quite a triumph 
for Mr, Roasevelt to have pacified 
these leaders and brought about 
peace bet/ween them and the great 
co-ordinator, but there is an angle 
of It not so pleasant to contemplate- 
to wit, the nrice. It seems to be gen- 
erally accepted that the labor leaders 
received certain assurances sufli- 
clently satisfactory to make swallow- 
ing Mr. Richberg very ea.sy, indeed. 
The conference was hardlv over be- 
fore the report found its way into 
print that the administration was 
now favorably inclined toward the 
Wagner labor dispute bill, a measure 
extremely close to the labor leader 
heart and toward which Mr Roose- 
velt has been publicly non-committal 
and to which he wa.5 privately under- 
stood to be opposed. It is also notice- 
able that Since the White House 
conference the labor leaders have ex-

pressed much increased confidence 
In the passage of the 30-hour-a-week 
bill, to which the President has pub- 
licly expressed opposition. 

THERE IS, of course, no way to 
verify how far Mr. Roasevelt went 
with the labor leaders on these two 
proposals, how much they took for 
granted, how far he will depart from 
his present position. But it is absurd 
to believe they made up with Mr. 
Richberg, fell in line with the NRA 
and the President's wishes, without 
getting something — or, at least, think- 
ing they did. The chief reason for 
believing that, however sympathetic 
they may have thought him, Mr. 
Roosevelt gave no assurances that 
either the Wagner or the 3n-hour bill 
would be acceptable to him is that it 
Is so clear what either of these would 
do to industry. With his whole polit- 
ical future staked on an industrial 
recovery, he could hardly find two 
measures better calculated to retard 
it,

During the coming summer , 
thousands of new visitors are ex- ' 
pected to visit the scene of activ- ; 
ity along the Cape Cod canal, i 
There is going on at our verv doors 
some collosal building operations, 
comjfarable in importance to what 
is going on in the Tennes.see Val- 
ley and at Boulder Dam. 

There have been built over the 
canal two of the most beautiful 
bridges in the world. The railroad 
bridge now in course of construc- 
tion is to be the largest of its 
kind in the world and will focus 
'the attenti<m of leading world en- 
gineers and bridge construction- 
ists. 

The canal when finished accord- 
ing to the five-yeai' plan of the w^ar 
deiuirtment will be the wide.st 
and the deepest canal in the world. 
It will carry nwre traffic than the 
Panama canal and will be of the 
greatest importance to shipping. 

Those of us who live near it are 
just waking up to its possibilitie.s 
as a major attraction which will 
brmg people from, all over the 
country to sec it during the course 
"f Its construction. It will be suit- 



ably dramatized by the tteaication 
service which will be held in 
August and by the Old Home Week 
celebration which the towns in 
Southeastern Massachusetts are to 
hold in connection with it. 

It will bring thousands of new 
people among us who will not only 
view the .scene of activities but 
who will come into our towns and 
villages over our fine highwavs and 
becoming impressed with our 
scenic and recreational assets and 
who will plan other visits and pem 
ha)>s residence for long or short 
duration. 

Ei^ery bit of publicity which is 
«iven to the canal project will be a 
factor in f^aining new friends and 
m increasing our sunmier popula- 
tion. 

No longer can we confine our ac- 
tivities to the particular town or 
village in which we happen to live 
but must consider the interests of 
liie locality as a whole and co-op- 
erate in the general i)]ans which 
tend to build up good will and en- 
hance the attractiveness of the 
whole legion. 

The need of consideration of 
these things is great. While the 
canal zone is mostly confined to 
the town of Bourne" its influence 
will extend througliout the entire 
section of the country known as 
Cape Cod and the larger territory 
comprising .Southeastern Massa- 1 
chusetts. Neaby cities and towns i 
are waking up to what is going on 
and arc hastening to take advan- 
tage of it. The mayors and inomi- 
nent citizens of New Bedford, Fal! 
River, Taunton, Brockton and .W- 
tleboro are realizing that theiil 
cities must be traversed by tour- | , 
ists bound for this immediate sec- 1 
tion and they are hastening to lend I 
their co-operation in any pla!\s I 
which may be made for the exploit- 
ing of the entire region. 

Keeping in mind that we are 
selling recreation we should have 
a full realization of what we have 
to offer. We need a survey of our 
natural resources, of our magjiifi- 
cent beaches, of our .scenic village,-! 
of our woods and bays, lakes ani 
rivers, in order (hat we may knov 
what we have and be able to i'l- 



telligently answer the queetioj^ 
^which will be asked us by visitors. 
In short we shotdd know South- 
eastern Massachusetts o^rselve.^ 
before we can become effective 
salesmen of our own locality. 
■ We little realize the attractive- 
ness of our region to those who 
live west of the Hudson river. We 
have more than 100 million of 
people as our potential customers 
anxious to sample our climate, our 
scenery, our invigorating breezes 
and to steep themselves in the his- 
torical facts and to realize that we 
have a background such as few 
localities have. Our region is 
known from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific as the Land of the Pil- 
;rrinis, the land where America be- 

We have national shrines in Ply- 
luonth, Provincetown and Dighton 
Rock. We have the spot in which 
Aqierican commerce began, we 
.have the place where the first 
declaration of independence was 
-written. Our country abounds in 
historical lore extending back to 
the days of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
We can point out the sites of the 
lormer homes of historical char- 
acters, and we can proudly boast 
of colonial days when America was 
young and ti-11 tales and traditions 
of those by-gone days when all 
the rest of the country was a wild- 
erness inhabitated only by Indians 
and wild animals. 

Our first task should be to ac- 
quaint ourselves with all these 
tacts, our next task is to welcome 
our visitors cordially and serve 
them to the best of our ability. We 
should allow nothing of an un- 
.sightly nature to grow up within 
our iimit.s; we should retain as 
far as po.ssible the quaintncs^ of 
our \illages while at the same time 
providing for travellers those facil- 
ities and comforts which thevjre- 
quire. ' 

Through co-operation and en- 
tiiusiasm we can accomplish most 
oi these things and by gaining the 
realization that we must con^der 
the whole territory as our particu- 
lar field we can accomplish much 
more than we have in the past 
when local interests were consid- 
ered first.

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). O'Connor of New York 
Gives Lesson to the Senate.

WASHINGTON. March 27.— The 
"greatest deliberative body on earth" 
.■speeded up its deliberations on the 
woik-relief resolution the other day, 
swallowing destructive and non-germane 
amendments in order to pass the meas- j 
ure before Senator Long could get, back i 
from his empire in the hayous. Victim ■ 
of its own rules, the Senate made a pub- j 
He confession of the impotence of its | 
majority against a determined and re- ( 
sourceful privateer. 

So u.sed has the country grown to ^ 
this situation in the Senate that the ; 
hasty surrender on the Thomas silver 
amendment, and the unconcealed rea- 
son why, did not bring the caatigations 
the Senate richly merited. But when 
the resolution, as amended, came before 
the House, Representative O'Connor of 
New York, chairman of the Committee 
on Rules, took occasion to instill in the 
House a sense of pride in its own or- 
derly procedure as a contra.st to the 
Senate's handling of the 'appropriation 
for 5 billions. 

Mr. O'Connor's tactics were skiUtul in 
several respects, and successful in their 
main objective. Because the Thomas 
amendment is inflationary, and the in- 
flationists knew it would probably be 
knocked out by the conferees, they had 
organized a movement to protect it. 
While the success of their effort was 
improbable, it is always wisest to keep 
House inflation in its groove and pre- 
vent it from climbing on to the backs 
of unrelated measures. The best way to 
do thi.s was to produce a rule sending 
the work-relief resolution to conference 
with full authority for the conferees to 
disagree to any of the Senate amend- 
ments. 

Appeals to House Pride. 

The rule wa,<) introduced and carried 
overwhelmingly, leaving a House ma- 
jority wholly free to clean up Senate 
debris that had been piled on to the 
work-relief resolution in a series of 
horse-trades. But the rule might have 
been harder sledding if Mr. O'Connor 
had not pitched his speech on an appeal 
to House pride in its ability to legislate 
by majority will, and not by weak and 
vicious comproml.ses growing out of a 
process of attrition. 

In making bis argument the Rules 
ohnlrman was obliged defllv to sk(rt 
the Longwortfi ban against mentioning 
the Senate in a, derogatory way. If he 
had been more specific than to refer to 
It as "another body." he might have 
been called to order frequently and lost 
1>ace. Pace was important to the task 
in hand, and he was able so to maintain 
It that some members who had planned 
to oppose the special rule swung over 



with cheers."*TT!«! iiuuse is a sentimen- 
tal body, and the unexpected size of the 
majority for the rule demonstrated that 
anew. 

Representative Kish had talked some 
of the usual nonsense about a "vicious 
gag rule." Gag rule it was. said Mr. 
O'Connor frankly, but not an unusual 
rule nor one providing for unusual pro- 
cedure in the House. He pointed out 
that when the conferees submitted 
their report, "if a sufficient number of 
members here do not agree ■• • • the 
House can vote down the conference 
report and then vote on any I Senate] 
amendments to which our conferees 
agreed or disagreed." 

No Fear of Any One Man There. 

This took him into his theme of House 
pride, which he cunningly prefaced with 
the statement that "some of us have al- 
ways welcomed a chance to vote for 
the proper recognition of silver if that 
matter came up in an orderly way." But 
It had no place here. As for the dignity 
oi the House, which had been that day 
aspersed by opponents of the rule- 
Let me say after due deliberation 
that -he House of Representatives 
may well take pride in the fact that 
it can legislate orderly and expedi- 
tiously. * * * I for one do not intend 
to match demagogy against dema- 
gogy • • • This great House * * * 
can legislate • • • without the fear 
of -any one man, whether he came by 
railroad train or airplane. • * • We 
legislate in this House by a majority, 
and that majority can always ex- ; 
press the will of the House. 

I for one am willing to match the 
procedure of this body as against 
another body • * " We have been 
told here today that if we pass this 
rule there will be a filibuster in 
another body, which will occupy 
weeks. Why, there has been an un- 
warranted and disgraceful filibuster 
there already for nearly two months. 
* • * This rule is a test of main- 
taining our own dignity » • * and 
the right to conduct our parliamen- 
tary deliberations in an orderly, re- 
spectable and dignified manner. 
That broke the back of the resistance 
—a lesson in dignity from a Tammany 
Representative. It also enhanced Mr. 
O'Connor's stature as a leader. His 
hard-boiled manner has sometimes bred 
resentment and nullified the qualifica- 
tions tangibly expressed by his Kappa 
key, his A. B. from Brown and LL. D. 
from Harvard. This manner, often ac- 
companied by sounds resembling growls, 
has at times irritated his colleagues and 
newspaper men engaged in their legiti- 
mate calling. 

But the terms and tenor of his speech 
established Mr. O'Connor as champion 
of the spirit and traditions of the heav- 
ily agrarian House. In attaining that 
status he also did a good job for the 
Preaider»t. A nice day's work for a 
member of Tammany Hall.

McKeown, chairman, advanced lot- 
teries as the logical way to raise 
revenues needed to place the assist- 
ance age limit at 65 years instead of 
the present 70. Gambling would be 
curbed, according to his plan, by 
limiting wagers to 25 cents a week 
for each person.

Crime — Dr. Glueck Puts 
Blame on Many Parents 

Half-lifted curtains on the causes 
of crime in the United States were 
snapped wide open last night by Dr. 
Sheldon Glueck. In another of his 
rapid-fire, one-hour lectures beforo 
the Lowell Institute, the Harvard 
professor on criminal law re- 
vealed the results of soundings 
taken in the careens of more than 
1500 juvenile and young men de- 
linquents — focused the blame on 
irrespon.sible parents, 

"Superficial," he called the treat- 
ment of these delinquents as simple 
mechanisms. 

"Overemphasis," he branded ef- 
forts to appeal to criminals through 
the fear of punishment. | 

"Excellent," he responded to the ' 
more realistic approaches of modern 
crime-prevention machinery, func- I 
tioning to counteract complex pres- i 
sures and pulls that condition anti- j 
social behavior. j

Buckets of cold water were thrown 
on New England's textile panic over 
the prospective cotton processing tax 
increa.se, by both government and 
labor groups today. 

Said Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, "The price of cotton warrants 
an increase more than a reduction 
at this time. The outcry of manufac- 
turers against the tax is mcVely an 
effort to trade on popular niiscon- 
crntions regarding the cotton pro- 
gram." 

Said William E. G. Batty, New 
Bedford textile labor leader: "Ths 
hue and cry over the processing tax 
merely evades a more important is- 
sue. The root trouble Is the wide dis- 
parity of wages betweeHj^orth and 
South. Manufacturers divert atten- 
tion from this, by agitating against 
the tax. 

"It is folly to center attention on , 
the tax—which affects South and 
North alike— rather than on the 
chief and basic wage problem." 

Thus was the issue joined, after 
the first flurry of excitement from 

"manufacturc'-s over the progoslu 
tax increa.se, Labor and the Gov 
ernment wa;at the wage different-., 
tlals evened out. Manufacturers,! 
many of whom have mlll.s in both 
North and South, want the tax ellm- 
, inated.

The reputable citizens who stand readj 
to sponsor horse racing In Massachusetts 
have every reason to be disgusted by the 
dilatory tactics of the State Racing Com- 
mission. Here it is the end of March 
and apparently we are no nearer a deci- 
sion than we were in January as to the 
final location of a track, The latest 
word is to the effect that there will be 
a hearing next Wednesday and that a 
choice of SHes will be made soon there- 
after. Meanwhile, the various groups 
which have a right to know where they 
stand must hold all their plans In abey- 
ance. At the same time, there is post- 
poned a large piece of construction work 
that would afford employment to many 
citizens. 

Considering the fact that there have ! 
been at the most only five possible loca- j 
tions for a track in the vicinity of ' 
Boston, it does not appear that the com- 
mission ha.s been faced with a really ; 
difficult problem. All it had to do was ■ 
to study the character and financial re- 
Eponsibility of the applicants for licenses, 
weigh the proposals to see which is the 
m.ost advantageous to the State and con- 
sider such minor matters as traffic con- 
ditions in and around the proposed sites. 
With a business-like approach to the 
duty at hand, a decision could have been 
readied in a fortnight at the most. And 
yet for one reason or another the whole 
matter has been permitted to drag its 
weary length along for nearly four 
months. 

The governor must share some of the 
blame for "EITFaelay. In the first place, 
he insisted on a commission that would 
see eye to eye with him on all major 
issues. He won his point, Just as he has 
v,'on his point in other State depart- 
ments. Having achievad this success he 
ought to have seen to It that his hand- 
picked board produced early results. A 
word from him would have resulted In 
almost immediate action.

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SENATE KILLS 
5i PERCENT BILL 

Would Have Fixed Limit 
on Realty Loans 



Move Will Be Made to Pass 
a Similar Measure 



The Massachusetts Senate voted, 17 
to 14, yesterday not to substitute for 
an adverse committee report a bill 
which would make it unlawful for 
any Massachusetts bank to charge 
more than 5\i percent interest on 
real estate loans. Six Senators were 
paired on the vote, and Senator Mc- 
Aree of Haverhill was recorded as 
"present" 

The bill which the Senate rejected 
and about 25 similar ones have been 
reported unfavorably by the Com- . 
mittec on Banks and Banking, with '. 
several dissenters. Senator Cavanafib 1 
of Cambridge gave notice that at ttic ' 
next session he would move to re- ' 
consider yesterday's vote, and it is ■ 
clear thai, in spite of the action taken 
yesterday, efforts will be mads to 
pass one of the many bills now in the | 
senate calendar. ; 

Senator Cavanagh made the motion ^ 
to substi't'^e tii« bill Iqv the com- 
mittee report, lie was supported by ; 
Senators Burke. Carrol!, Langone and ; 
Madden of Boston, and Conro.y of | 
Fall River. They argued that the bill 
was designed to help the owners of 
small homes, that the banks were 
willing to accept the rate of HVi per- 
} cent, as they had agreed with Gov , 
Curley to mark their charges down , 
to that figure, that the propo.sed act 
merely put into law what the bank- 
ers had consented to, and that the 
banks had such a large spread be- 
tween what they paid in interest on 
deposits and what they charged for 
loans that the institutions could well 
afford to fix the interest on mort- 
gages at 5\z percent. 

Senators Cotton of Lexington, 
Nicholson of Wareham and Hollis of 
Newton spnke against the bill. They 
said it probably was unconstitution- 
al, that it might seriously injure the 
banks, particularly the cooperative 
banks, which have large sums tied up 
in mortgages,, that the advantage to 
the borrowers would be outweighed f 
by the disadvantages to the deposi- 
tors who far outnumber the borrow- 
ers, and that the bill applied not only 
to the owners of small estates but 
also to the large holders and did not 
affect national banks or trustees who 
had loans on real estate. 

After the bill had been rejected 
Senator Sullivan of Worcester moved 
to substitute his bill which, as 



amended, would tix the mteresi rate 
et 5'k percent on mortgages hereafter 
made on houses containing not more 
than four families, occupied in part 
by the owner, and having an a.sscssed 
valuation of not more than $20,000. 
These provisions would meet some of 
the objections raised against the 
earlier bill. The Senate was debating 
Senator Sullivan's bill, when it was 
voted to adjourn.

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SENATE KILLS 
5i PERCENT BILL 

Would Have Fixed Limit 
on Realty Loans 



Move Will Be Made to Pass 
a Similar Measure 



The Massachusetts Senate voted. 17 
to 14, yesterday not to substitute for 
an adverse cpmmitteo report a bill 
which would make it unlawful for 
any Massachusetts bank to charge 
more than 5% percent interest on 
real estate loans. Six Senators were 
paired on the vote, and Senator Mc- 
Aree of Haverhill was recorded as 
"present" 

The bill which the Senate rejected 
and about 25 similar ones have been 
reported unfavorably by the Com- 
mittee on Banks and Banking, with 
several dissenters. Senator Cavanagh 
of Cambridge gave notice that at tiie 
next session he would move to re- 
consider yestcrday'.s vote, and it is 
clear that, in spite of the action taken 
yesterday, efforts will be made to 
pass one of the many bills now in the 
SSnate calendar. 

Senator Cavanagh made the mcotion 
to Rubst'*"'''^ til" t*'" -fsf 'he com- 
) mittee report. Ho was .<;upportcd by 
Senators Burke. CnrroU, Langone and 
Madden of Boston, and Convoy of 
Fall River. They argued that the bill 
was designed to help the owners of 
small homes, that the banks were 
willing to accept the rate of ,514 per- 
cent, as they had agreed with Gov 
Curley to mark their charges down 
to that figure, that the proposed act 
merely put into law what the bank- 
ers had consented to, and that the 
banks had such a large spread be- 
tween what they paid in interest on 
deposits and what they charged for 
loans that the institutions could well 
afford to fix the interest on mort- 
gages at 5% percent. 

Senators Cotton of Lexington, 
Nicholson of Warcham and Hollis of 
Newton spoke against the bill. They 
said it probably wa.s unconstitution- 
al, that it might scrio\isly injure the 
banks, particularly the cooperative 
banks, which have large sums tied up 
in mortgages^ that the advantage to 
the borrowers would be outweighed 
by the disadvantages to the deposi- 
tors who far outnumber the borrow- 
ers, and that the bill applied not only 
to the owners of small estates but 
also to the large holders and did not 
affect national banks or trustees who 
had loans on real estate. 

After the bill had been rejected 
Senator SuDivan of Worcester moved 
to substitute his bill which, as 



amended, would lix the mteresl rate 
at 5'4 percent on mortgages hereafter 
made on houses containing not more 
than four families, occupied in part 
by the Oivner, and having an assessed 
valuation of not moi-e than $20,000. 
These provisions would meet some of 
the objections raised against the 
earlier bill. The Senate was debating 
Senator Sullivan's bill, when it was 
voted to adjourn. 

Gov Curle y's veto of the bill to in- 
crease ine hiembcrthip of the Revere 
Board of Health- was read in the Sen- 
ate and placed in the orders of the 
day for the next session. 

The Senate ordered to a third 
reading the bill placing under the 
Civil Service the chief deputy and 
district chiefs of the Worcester Firo 
Department.

A Federal grant of $40,000,000 for 
removal of the Boston Elevated struc- 
tur:; between Forest Hills and Sulli- 
van sq will be requested by Gov 
Curley when he goes to Washington, 
probably next week.

while drunk. Judge Davis found 
that the defendant worked nights 
and needed his machine to get to 
his place of employment. His ver- 
dict was: "You may drive to work 
after sunset, but must garage your 
car before sunrise, and not drive 
in the daytime for one year." 

No one could fool Judge Davis 
on the terraine of this section. A 
man was brought before him for 
driving while drunk. Evidence 
showed that he was arrested after 



I he reached home. Under question- 
ling Judge Davis brought out the 
I fact that the defendant was . re- 
turning from a fishing trip and 
told where he had been fishing. 

"I know that country," said the 
judge. "No drunken man could 
ever negotiate those difficult roads 
in an automobile. Discharged." 

Woe be unto the officer who 
tried to railroad a prisoner. A po- 
liceman charged a local resident 
with being a common drunk, and 
finished hia testimony by saying 



that he was "tired of arresting the 
defendant." 

"You don't look overworked to 
me, officer," snapped the judge, 
and dismissed the case. He then 
secured a job on a farm for the 
erstwhile defendant, and said that 
he had really sentenced him lo 
"useful work." 

Once State police arraigned a 
man before Judge Davis for tres- 
passing on deserted farms taken 
over by the State as part of the 
Swift River water project, and 
charged him with picking wild 



grapes there. The man readily 
pleaded guilty, but Judge Davis re- 
fused to accept his plea. "Why I 
picked grapes as a boy up there," 
he said, "and there was never a 
question of trespass. You cannot 
trespass on God's own hills." 

But there was no mercy shown 
to a non-sportsman accused of 
violating the game laws in Judge 
Davis' court. 'Warden Dennis Shea 
once arraigned a man for shooting 
a thrush. 

"Isn't that one of the little birds 
that sing so sweetly near my I 



home?" he asked Mr. Shea. He wa.i 
told that it was, and he gave the 
defendant the limit. 
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To block threatened Communist 
control of 1490 textile workers at 
East Douglas, Governor Curley 
and federal agents today moved to 
end the strike in five mille.

Appeal to th« Department '.it 
Labor to intervene was made by 
the owners, chiefly Winfield Schus- 
ter, member of the Governor's 
Council. 

Miss Anna Weinstock, former 
Boston garment worker, now an 
agent of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, was sent to East 
Douglas to affect a possible settle- 
ment of the strike with the work- 
ers. 

Schuster was called a "czar" by 
union chiefs, who accused him of 
refusing to parley with them. 

The union representatives have 
asked the trucking unions to assist 
them by refusing to move finished 
goods from the mills or to haul In 
raw materials. 

Customers of the five mills are 
said to be awaiting shipments. The 
truckmen will consider the proposi- 
tion this evening. 

Picketing was peaceful. The 
strikbrs went to the plants for their 
pay in large numbers without caus- 
ing trouble. For the present, at 
least, the company promised there 
would be no strike-breakers hired. 
Business men in the four com- 
munities fear "another South- 
bridge" case if the strike continues. 
Mill owners warned that perma- 
nent closing was conceivable, de- 
spite a profitable business.

The New England textile Industry, al-

demanded by textile communities. 

Just before the announcement from 
Washington came word from New Bed- 
ford that Japanese com()etition. under- 
selling American goods by 20 per cent., 
had resulted in an order for suspension 
of operations at the Butler mills when 
orders ru» out In two wcelcs. The mills 
employ 850 worlters and are control'ed 
bv former Senator William M. Butler 
and his son, Morgan Butler. Curtail- 
ment of production also was riven rs 
a reason for suspension. 

Anticipating the wholesale closing of 
cotton textile mills, the NRA on Mon- 
day Lssucd an order providing for the 
curtailment of production over a 12 
we '-.s period. 

New England's rcpresen^tives in 
Washington weis highly alarmed and 
indignant when they received informa- 
tion that Secretary Henry W. Wallacs 
had announced at a press conferenco 
the probability that the processing tax 
will be ingreased. , ..^^ 




BAVLIES ALARMhO 

Lincoln Baylies, chairman of the pub- 
licity section of the policy committee 
of the northern cotton miUs, declared 
that Wallace's stat«mei.t was "mcst cer- 
tainly alarming." 

"It is about time that the textil* 
industry ccsr^etS to be the No. 1 grulnea 
pig for the New Deal laboratory," he 
said. 

Ernest N. Hood, president of the Na- 
tional Ar!Sociatlon of Cotton Manufac- 
turers, declared "this announcement is 
a serious blow which comes at a lime 
when the New England cotton textile 
Industry had hoped the administration 
was l)eginning to realir.e what a terrifio. 
burden the cotton processing tax I'as 
laid on cotton manufacturers." Bay- 
lies said: 

"News of Secretary Wallace's threat 
to increase cotton processing taxes is 
most certainly alarming to northera 
cotton manufacturers. It seemed to us 
that he had made it pretty plain that; 
the high prices caused by the present 
tax had slowed down the market by 
liuilding up consumer resistance. 'What, 
we ask. wtll be the result of a further 
increase? 

"Northern cotton mills have closed 
in increasing numbers in the last few 
months and in every case the process- 
ing tax was a strong contributing fac- 
tor. Mills closed mean that employes 
are permanently unemployed and the. 
strain on welfare rolls in each textile 
community is directiy incre.i.sed and in- 
tensified. 

"So menacing to the stabilitv and

"Any increa.se in the cotton proce-w- 
ing tax will mean a death blow to New 
England cotton milk.' declared Rep- 
rfsentative Rogers of Lowell. 

Thotisands of men and women will be 

thrown out of employment if the 

processing tax is increased, said Russell 

T. Fisher of Quincy, secretary of the 

National Association of Cotton Manu- 

i facturers. He said: 

[ "Any increase in the processing tax 

1 will mean more people on the welfare 

rolls. The processing tax is nothing 

but a sales tax on necessities which 

bears heaviest on the people with the 

least purchasing power. Any further 

increase means a further decrease in 

the consumption of cotton, and in the 

production of cotton by the farmers. 

"Already we have lost many of our 
markets by the substitution of paper 
bags and jute bags for cotton bags. 

"When the processing tax was pro- 
posed we were a-ssured that a compen- 
sating tax would be impo.sed on com- 
peting textiles. We have asked repeat- 
edly that a compensating tax be impascd 
on the rayon industry, and repeatedly 
the AAA has refused to act on our re- 
quest. 

"The cotton textile industry Is in the 
mast serious condition it has ever faced, 
and now another blow Is aimed at the 
industry." 

CURI-EY STATEMENT 
Gov. Curley's statement was as fol- 
low.': 

It seems to me the ca.se calls for the 
presentations of all the facts by a 
united New England delegation.

Few shoes are 
put on the market in which there is 
not .some paper, Mr. Moore told the 
committee, adding that the change is 
a development in the art of shoe- 
making. 

For thi reason, he said, it would be 
an Injustice to manufacturers to re- 
quire placing of labels. 

Another opponent, Alexander Dilts 
of Belmont, charged the legislation 
was put In at the behest of the 
Leather Manufacturers' Council, 
which, he claimed, seeks to boost the 
sale of their product.

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The Boston Herald regards it as very strange that Gov. 
Ciirley did not draft a larger representation of Harvard men in 
making up his bi'ain trust, contrasting it with the policy of 
President Roosevelt, in surrounding himself with a bruin trust 
cabinet thickly sprinkled with Harvard professors. Regarding 
this the Herald comments in this wise: "You cannot throw a brick 
in a Washington crowd without winging somebody from Cam- 
bridge, and the Harvard Law school has been accused of making 
the capital a non-resident graduate school." 

The editorial then goes on to say that looking over the 
members of Gov. Curley's local brain trust it finds "only one

Hearing Tomorrow on Bill to Authorize Appro- 
priation of $100,000; Designed to Attract 
Tourists and Summer Residents. 



Got. Curlc y has announced the pro- 
firaili lUI''"!jdvertising Massachusetts' 
recreational assets which will be 
adopted if Hoiise Bill 638, calling for 
an appropriation tor $100,000 is 
approved. 

A public hearing will be held on the 
bill Friday at 10.30 a. m. in Room 245 
at the State House before the Ways 
and Means Committee, l-iep. Albert 
F. Bigelovv te chairman of the com- 
mittee, and it is understood that the 
committee requested an announce- 
ment of the plan that would be fol- 
lowed before any action would be 
taken on the bill. 

Secretary of Stale Frederic W. Cook 
ivould be in charge of the appointment 
of a well-trained and experienced 
publicity director, and the office of the 
Secretary of State would be the head- 
quartera for the recreational develop- 
ment division which would direct tho 
efforts to attract tourists and summer 
residents to the Commonwealth. 

The recreational advertising Is to 
be divorced from politics, according to 
all reports, and the overhead is to be 
kept very low. The plan to have the 
work center in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State is patterned on that of 
Vermont's publicity which was found 
to be the ma-it economical plan of any 
of the New KuRlaiid States. 

Western Massachusetts will gain 
considerable direct benefit from the 
recreational advertising, according to 
R. C. Maddux, secretary of the recre- 
ational development division of the 
New England Council. Booklets, i.a- 
tional magazine advertising, newspa- 
pers and radio, stickers and cards will 
be rsed in an advertising campaigu 
that will be the mo.st extensive ever 
utidtrtaken in New England. Each of 
the New England States will con- 
tribute a share of the advertising 
costs, based upon the value of their 
recreational property, to the all-New 
England campaig-. which will be !i- 
rected- by the New England Council. 
Each Slate will retain funds for the 
conduct of their state publicity, and 
will function in coopeiation with the 
New England Council so that unusu- 
allv efficient i-eturns are expected to 
be secured for the money expended. 

No billboard advertising will lie used 
on the open roads in this Comrrren- 
wealth connection with the new ad- 
vertising program, according to the

Maine 
come.s next in line, with its share set 
at $20,000; New HanijSshire, $17,ii00; 
Rhode Island, $11,. ',00; Connecticit, 
$9500 and Vermont $(5900. Every State 
except Ma,s,sachusetts and Connecticut 
has already pa.ssed its legislation mak- 
ing these funds available to the New 
England program with additional 
funds for their state program.

SENATE REFUSES 
TO FIX MORTGAGE 
RATES FOR STATE 



All-Afternoon Debate Con- 
cludes With Question Un- 
decided and Another Simi- 
lar Measure Pending 

From Our Special Reporter 

Boston, March 27 — The Senate this 
afternoon refu.sed to favor a bill to 
make statutory tho agreement be- 
tween Gov Curlcy and certain banks 
of the state to make the interest rate 
on all moi'tgages on dwelling houses 
o'/i per cent. The decision came aft- 
er an all-afternoon debate, and final- 
ly, upon motion of Senator Francis 
M. MclCeon of Springfield, the Senate 
adjourned until Friday, with another 
interest rate measure pending. 

During the debate on the mortgage 
interest bill, an amendment was of- 
fered providing for the maximum rate 
to be o>/4 per cent on mortgage loans 
by banks and insurance companies. 
This was fought so hard by Repub- 
lican memlier.s, as a menace to eco- 
nomic and .social life and to the 
banks, that Cavanaugh withdrew the 
first part of his amendment, which 
had called for the r.ate on loans on all 
real estate instead of j\ist dweling 
houses. 

Cavanaugh .Amendment 0. K'd 

Senator .\ithur W. llollis of New- 
ton e.vi)ressed the hope that next 
week when the budget is under con- 
sideration, those favoring this mort- 
gage loan maximum, who are so 
anxious to help the home-owner, 
would show it in treatment of that 
measure. 

The Cavanaugh amendment was 
adopted by a rising vote of 12 to 10, 
and then the bill was refused substi- 
tution, for an adverse report, on a 
roll call vote of 17 to 14. Notice of 
intent to seek reconsideration Friday 
was given. The adverse report on the 
bill was accepted. 

Senator John Sullivan of Worcester 
moved to substitute his bill to cs- 
ta.blish the interest legally charge- 
able upon loans secured by first mort- 
gages on owner-occupied real estate, 
offering two amendments, one to make 
the law applicable only to mortga.gps 
made after effective date thereof at 
5',4 per cent and the other that it n[i- 
l>ly only to houses occupied by not 
more than four families and in whole 
or in part by the owner thereof, hav- 
ing assessed valuation of not more 
than $20,000. 

Senator Harry B. Rutnam raised a 
point of order that the matter In this 
bill had previously been disposed of 
adversely, hut President Moran ruled 
the point not w^ell taken. 

.McKpown On llpcord 

.\fter considerable debate. Senator 
McKeown said these bills had Vieen 
defeated in the House and t^e Senate 
had had one roll call this afternoon. 
On that he said he voted in favor of 
the 61/5 per cent rate, and thus was 
on record .so his constituents will 
know where he stands. It appeared 
to him nothing more could be accom- 
plished .so he moved, at 4.55, after 
more than Iwo hours of banking de- 
bate, that the Senate adjourn. This 
was voted and the Sullivan bill went 
over until Friday.

Politics 

Many Think Roosevelt Has, 

Made a Fool of the 

Country 

By FRANK R. KENT j 

WASHINGTON, March 28. ; 
THE pace of the New Deal, now again 
accelerated by a vast, fresh and un- | 
precerientedly expensive experiment, 
has been too swift to make reflection 
I easy. There have been few even rela- 
tively calm moments since it .started. 
So numerou.s, varied and dazzling have 
ibeen the schemes of which it consists 
(that it Is not surpri-sing the notori-^ 
I ously weak public memory should now' 
be so blurred as to nullify popular 
grasp upon the almost incredible in- 
consistencies and contradictions which 
have been presented. However, there 
still are plenty of people with recol- 
lections sufficiently strong to hold 
the facts. 



TO THEM there will always be. two 
great mysteries of the two-year period. I 
One is why so huge a part of the 
nation enthusiastically folfowed Mr. ' 
Roosevelti in one direction for three 
months and then, just as enthusiasti- 
cally, followed him in the other direc- 
tion, apparently without knowing he 
had turned around. Now, in a hole 
very much deeper than the one out of 
which he promised to pull them, they 
are jus^ beginning to find it out. The 
other mystery is how Mr. Roosevelt 
has been able to so completely reverse 
himself both in words and in deeds 
without being called to account by a 
press and public which at heart is 
as overwhelmingly against 'his present 
1 course as it was overwhclttiingly With 
him in the one he abandoned. 

THERE are adequate or, 'at any rate, 
plausible explanations for both these 
things, but there is no space to present 
th'em here. A good many people arc 
beginning to think that Mr. Roosevelt 
has made a fool of the country. The 
fact that he has been entirely sincere 
about it, and has fooled himself along 
with the rest does not alter the situ- 
ation. There literally is no way to 
reconcile the Roosevelt of today with 
the Roosevelt of 1933 or even 1934. No 
one even tries. Two y,cars ago it was 
Mr Roosevelt who more strongly tlran 
any one else denounced, tlij! practice 
of b6Wving to meet deficits: who de- 
clared the nation nuld not govon un- 
less it balanced it. budget; ijJho as- 
serted that unless a halt was caljed by 



1934, the accumulated deficit would 
be Ave billion, and that would be a 
menace to the stability of the gov- 
ernment and an "insuperable bar to 
recovery." 



THIS was the same Mr, Roosevelt 
who, a day or so ago, gayly sailed 
away on the Astor yacht after secur- 
ing passage of a bill which will make 
the accumulated deficit $14,000,000,000, 
and which he now promises will 
restore p \sperity in a year. If It does 
not, he will have to dig the deficit 
hole deeper still. Two years ago, when 
Mr. Roosevelt cut expenses, reduced 
the number of federal jobholders and 
balanced the budget, his fixed deter- 
mination was to retain that position. 
To that end, he proposed to insist 
that every ayjpropriation, whether for 
the dole, the drought, for public works 
oi- for anything else, must be accom- 
panied by its tax. Every appropria- 
tion had to have its tax. That was the 
basic administration policy, and its 
soundness was not disputed. 

IN fact, in those days it would have 
been exceedingly hard to find an ob- 
server, a publicist or politician, aside 
from the Progressive Republican sena- 
tors, who did not put budget balanc- 
ing and economy as the great national 
need. It seems incredible now, but 
that was the big thought in the orig- 
inal Roosevelt program. Even after 
the brain trust evolved the new deal, 
and the dole policy was adopted, he 
still held to the accompanying tax 
idea. About that policy, his friends 
were most enthusiastic. It did not 
matter how big the appropriation so 
long as the tax went right along. 
Thgit would have the dual effect of 
re-straining Congress from going too 
lar, and always keeping the budget 
balanced. 



FOR SWINGING Mr. Roosevelt In 
the other direction, credit is given] 
jointly to the English economist, John 
Maynard Keynes; the Progressive 
Republican group, particularly Sena- 
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tors La Follette and NoiTis; Dr. Tug- 
well, earnest apostle of the more 
abundant life, and one of two other 
early ornaments of the brain trust. 
At any rate, swing he did, wide and 
far, until today there is not so much 
as a trace left of the original Roose- 
velt policy. Moreover, there isn't an 
tidvocate of it left in the administra- 
tion. It was when he had completely 
Convinced himself that Mr. Roosevelt 
definitely did not intend to balance 
[he budget that Mr. Douglas resigned, 
Since then the phrase has become al- 
most obsolete. Mr. Roosevelt is now 
surrounded by men who believe defi- 
plts are "blessings in disguise." ^ 

.JHE new head of the federal reserve 
board tells a House committee he has j 
no fear at all of a forty-bilUon-doUai- 
debt, and his journalistic interpreters ] 
snnply say there will be no bother j 
about" balancing the budget once pros- , 
perity returns. He secures from Con- 
gress the greatest sum ever appropri- 
ated, and the subject of taxation is 
not touched upon. There are to be no 
new taxes this year. Taxes have been 
driven from the minds of our states- 
men. About borrowing they talk a 
good deal; about payment not at atl. 
It is not considered good form to. 
mention payment. And it Is consld-- 
sred distinctly unfriendly, in fact, 
'destructive criticism," to recall the 
determination of Mr. Roosevelt .Jn 
1933 to keep on an even keel flnajici- 
illy, to refer to his denunciation of 
,he practice of boiTowing to meet | 
deficits, to mention his solemn con- j 
viction that an accumulated deficit ] 
of five billion would be an insuperable ] 
bar to recovery. One wonders if he 
recalls those words himself. Perhaps 
he thinks he just dreamed them.

Got Cross Hits Gambling 

If Wilbur L. Cross, the "dear old 
'professor" who once seemed to J. 
Henry Eorabacfc so easy to beat in 
politics, had not already made him- 
self one of our notable governors, 
his veto yesterday of the Connecti- 
cut race track gambling bill, and 
its immediate sequel, would gain 
him that rank. Miscalled a "horse 
'racing bill," the measure which 
came to Gov Cross with the strong 
approval of each of the two houses 
of the Connecticut Legislature, was 
in its essence nothing but a bill for 
legalized gambling "with the state 
'as a partner" such as Massachu- 
setts has elected, in a moment of 
popular aberration, to make trial of. 

The significance and value of Gov 
Cross's veto, at once sustained by 
an overwhelming vote of 235 to 16 
in a House of Representatives 
which turned its tail and ran at 
the sound of his voice, are not to 
be appreciated without some un- 
derstanding of the fight that has 
been going on in Connecticut for 
weeks past. The Senate, receiving 
the gambling bill from the House, 
had passed it on to the governor, 
a week ago yesterday, by a vote 
of 2T to 8. 

In spite of th« earnest protests 
of eivie organizations, to which the 
Legislature had turned a deaf ear, 
it seems to have been expected in 
Hartford that the governor would 
permit the bill to become law, 
with or without hi« signature. This 
expectation was strengthened by 
the fact that under the Connecti- 
cut constitution the governor's veto 
is only of moral force and can be 
overridden by a bare majority in 
each of the two houses, all that is 
necessary for the passage of an^ 
bill in the first ^lace.

Worse than the prospect that the 
horse racing bill was about to be- 
come law was the expectation that 
it would be quickly followed in its 
easy passage through the Connecti- 
cut Legislature by that twin 
abomination, a dog racing bill— the 
character of which, and the objec- 
tion to it, need little rehearsal to- 
day in Massachusetts. 

A hint that there might be some 
shifting of votes in the Legislature 
if the governor vetoed the horse 
racing bill was contained in the 
cryptic statement of a Hartford 
senator when he originally voted 
for the bilL In the event that the 
bill was returned, the question 
would then be a different one, he 
said, and he would "reserve the 
'right to use my own judgment, as 
'I am doing now." 

But the stage was not thought 
to be set for such a wholesale re- 
versal as was registered in the Con- 
necticut House. Evidently there 
were many representatives who 
quickly used their "own judgment" 
in coming to the conclusion that if 
they overrode the " governor's veto 
he would be supported by an out- 
raged public opinion from which 
they would later hear. 

For at least two years Connecti- 
cut is spared the consequences of a 
"mechanized gambling scheme on a 
'large scale for exploiting all

With the declaration by Charles Con- 
nors, chairman of the Racing Commis- 
sion, that the Massachusetts Racing As- 
sociation lias not already been assured a 
horse U-ack license at East Boston and 
ithat nd^t week's hearings will be level 
and above board, the fight for the eastern 
Massachusetts horse-race plant has been 
smoked out of the star chambers. 

It is Ktgniilcant the announcement of 
the public hearings followed a news- 
paper furore over star-chamber proceed- 
ings ami a campaign of Attnrnpv Conrad 
Crooker, who has been seelflng such pub- 
lic hearings for months. . lit Is under- 
stood Croolter informed the commls- 
Bion he was aware of the many "star 
chamber" rumors floating and hovering 
over the city, reports that placed most 
everybody concerned m the raclnjj sltua^ 
lion in very bad llfc-ht. 

Attorney Crooker sugreested to the rao- 
innjr .snlons that only by public hearings 
would the entire atmosphere he cleared. 
perhaps to the extent of restoring the 
public confldonce. As matters stood 
early this week public sentiment was one 
ol" disgu.st with the enlire racing tangle 
and its ampyrematio atmosphere.

Governor Inconsistent, He 

Says — Assails Waste in 
\ Recovery Program 

WORCESTER, March 28— Former 
Gov, Ely tonight took Gov. Curley to 
task for removing competent public of- 
ficials from office, again called the NRA 
a failure, saying he was the fu'st man 
to speak against it, suggested collective 
bargaining free from government super- 
vision a.s a substitute for the NRA and 
urged suspension of -the anti-tru.st laws. 
Speaking at a sociology seminar at 
Clark University on the "OfBce of Gov- 
ernor in Modern Democracy," Mr. Ely 
contended Gov. Curley was inconsistent 
In his actions toward public ofiiaials. 

"He has used all the power at his 
command, even to firing two unpaid 
members of the finance commission, in 
order that there may be no further in- 
vestigation of the former city trea- 
isurer," Mr. Ely said, "Yet he would 
plaster the name of Hultman with slime 
over a few bottles of hootch. Neither 
the Dolan nor Hultman charges may 
be true, but why the difference in treat- 
ment?" 

Mr. Ely advocated placing under civil 
.service such key positions as budget 
commis.sioner, purchasing agent, bank- 
ing commissioner, insurance oomnvio 
sioner, industrial accident bpard mem- 
bers and registrar of motor vehicles. 

Of the NRA, he said: "I was the first 
man in the United States to speak 
against it. Whatever justification it had 
in theory has been ruined by the meth- 
ods used." 

Asked during a question period what 
he might offer in place of NRA, he said 
that the principle of collective bargain- 
ing, as exempliried under article 7 A, 
was all right but that the government 
did not have to try to run the whole 
R-orks in carrying it out. 

No pardon racket existed under his 
administration, he declared in answer 
to another question "I can see no jus- 
tification to society in long prison 
terms," he said. 

Mr. Ely painted a dark picture for 
the future of Democracy because of the 
abuse of the party system. He blamed 
i organized minorities for many of the 
I ills of the present state of government. 
[ 'An enlightened public may at some 
j time come to punish those who abuse 
1 it," he added. 

i Harking back to the failures of the 
federal relief program, he said that the 
waste hi the recovery program de- 
moralizes the people. "It is probably 
u.sele.ss to state this truth now," he 
added. "People will not believe It. Only 
time can prove It. 

"Take the processing taxes, for ex- 
ample. Take them on cotton. Our tex- 
tiles. In these taxes, pay better than 30 
per cent, of tlie cost of labor on each 
yard of cotton fabric. The money goes 
back to the planter for what he does 
not raise. It is a gold brick to him. It 
tends to decrease the u.se of cotton, to 
depress wages, to curtail buying jxiwer." 
Mr. Ely clo.sed with an appeal to the 
students to undertake more intelligent 
voting.

A State lottery might be better 
than a State sales tax if one must 
choose between "the curse of a sal^s 
tax or the crime of a lottery," Gov 
Curley told his Advisory Committee 
yesterday at a luncheon at the Parker 
House where State problems were dis- 
cussed. 

E, A. Filene previously had gone 
on record as opposed to a sales lax, 
and Robc-t J. Watt, representing the 
State Federation of Labor, announced 
that labor opposed such a means of 
raising revenve. 

Mr Filene warned the gathering 
that the strenfTth of Senator Huey 
Long, Fr Coughlin and Dr Townsend 
is not limited to the South and West, 
but is here in Massachusetts. He said 
their ideas are "dangerous." that the. 
ma.sses arc falling for them, and said 
that, unless the Federal Government 
puts its work relief program i'-Xto ef- 
fect ■ immediately, the "ill-advised 
movements will spread." 

Gov Curley subscribed to the senti- 
ments of Mr Filene and expressed his 
attitude concerning '3 State lottery. 
Recently he said that,.a lottery might 
be a better solution of problem than 
some other suggestions. 

Henry F, Long, Commisisoner of 
Corporations and Taxations, was 
somewhat alone as he advocated a 
sales tax. He estimated that a 2 
percent tax would realise about $30.- 
000,000. He said it is impossible to 
put any more taxes on real estate 
and he doubted that an.v more cart 
be placed on business. In his opin- 
ion, the only means left to raise rev- 
cniic is by a sales tax. 

Mr Filene said it inay become 
necessary to increase the income tax, 
in order that those able to pay be 
compelled to furnish the necessary 
funds. 

He said the sales tax is a'« attempt 
to fool the public and warned that 
no additional burden can be placed 
on the masses without gra^'e danger. 

Gov Curley, during his talk, re- 
ferred to Executive Councilor Win- 
field Sch\i5lcr, of East Douglas, one of 
his severe critics. He said a strike is in 
progress at three of the textile mills 
in which Mr Schuster has an interest 
and he had been informed that Mr 
Schuster had refused to sit iji at a 
conference wilh the strikers in an 
efTort to .Trbitrale.

such investigation as has already 
taken place indicates the possibility 
of the gravest fraud involving thou- 
sands of taxpayers' dollars." 

He decried the practice of remov- 
ing from office men who were "un- 
doubtedly capable." 

"There are a great many fine men 
in political life," he said, "who .servR 
the people with intelligence and abil- 
ity, and a conscientious regard for 
the natural obligation of public .serv- 
ice. None of these key positions are 
luidor Civil Service. Appointed for 
terms, thev are subject to vicissitudes 
of party Success and the whims of 
partisan-selected official-s. 

"Governors should be big enough, 
wise enough, and independent enough 
to keep a good man on a job re- 
gardless of political afliliation, but 
' that is too much to expect. For good 
administration, these key positions 
which are purely executive should 
be under civil service.' 

Among these he mentioned the 
Banking Department, Budget Com- 
missioner, Purchasing Agent, Insur- 
ance Commissioner, Public %Vorks 
Commis.tioner. the Industrial Acci- 
dent Board and the Registrar of Mo- 
tor 'Vehicles.

Bushell returned yesterday from 
Pennsylvania after a vain attempt to 
bring back Abercrombie. He said 
thai the hearing there for Abercrom- 
bie was postponed until April 17, 
without himself, the representative of 
Massachusetts, being consulicd. 

Bushell claimed the exlradilion 
papers were in order and there was 
no question of the identity of Aber- 
crombie. Those should be normal re- 
quirements for extradition', he' said, 
bu( Bonnelly has further demanded 
that Massachusetts show "aggravated

Bushell contends that would 
mount to trying the case in Penn- 
ylvania.

appoint commissioners and depart- i 
ment heads to serve during his term' 
in office and that the Department of: 
Industrial Accidents be made a partj 
of the State Department of Labor! 
and Industries. I 

The committee also reported "leave; 
to withdraw" on the petition to abol- 1 
ish the Department of Industrial Ac-| 
cidents filed by John B. Nordgi'cn. | 
Repeal of the law forbidding Sun-j 
day dancing, cabarets and floor shows! 
in restaurants and hotels was fa-| 
vored in a report of the Legislative' 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs. I 
The House Rules Committee re-! 
ported in favor of a bill to change 
the law so that policemen making ar- 
rests will not be obliged to tell the 
prisoners why they are being arrest- 
ed until the arrested persons are in 
"safe custody." 

Legislation making common vic- 
tualers' licenses cotcrminus with al- 
coholic beverage licenses was favored 
in a report of the Legal Affairs Com- 
mittee. The measure would also give 
victualers the right to appeal to the 
State Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Board. This would prevent the in- 
direct refusal of a liquor license by 
local boards by refusing 'to issue the 
victualer's license without which the 
liquor permit cannot be obtained.

FALMOUTH, March 28— Angelo 
Serrano, East Falmouth laborer, had 
a $50 fine to pay, but no money to 
pay it with. So he wrote Gov 
James M. Curlcy, closing with "Only 
yon and God can help me," 

Gov Curley sent the letter in Dist 
Atty William C. Crossley. Mr Cross- 
ley detailed State detective Ernest S. 
Bradford to investigate. Mr Brad- 
ford interviewed Serrano, the Fal- 
mouth welfare authorities, the 
E. R. fij administrator of Falmouth, 
the Falmouth police, a game warden 
arid a probation ofiicer. 

Serrano, it appeared, had been 
fined $50 in Barnstable District Court 
for being an alien in possession of 
firearms. He was granted a month, 
then another month, to pay. The let- 
ter to Gov Curley and subsequent 
investigation produced results. Mr 
Serrano had been receiving $6 a 
v.'cek from the Falmouth Welfare 
Department.

Business Men Urge Legislators to 
Appropriate $100,000 



Urging the State of Massachusetts^ 
to appropriate $100,000 for the pur- 
pose of advertising the recreational 
advantages of the Commonwealth, 
about 200 advertising and business 
men appeared before the Joint Ways 
and Means Committee of the Legis- 
lature this morning. 

The appropriation had been urged ' 
by the Governor upon the Legisla- 
ture as a means of bringing new rev- 
enue to tlie Slate, but has not as yet 
received Legislative approval through 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
Allen B. Mclntyre, representing the 
Advertising Club of Boston, told the 
committee that many other States 
have taken such steps with beneficial 
results. He cited advertising appro- 
priations in Michigan of $100,000, in 
Wisconsin of $50,000, Maine $100,000, 
with $250,000 being considered by 
Maine this year; New Hampshire 
-$20,000, with $70,000 under consider- 
ation; Texas, $125,000; Arizona, $25,- 
000, and Vermont, ,$50,000. 
-' "This is a selling job to bring 
people to Massachusetts," Mr Mc- 
lntyre said. "Recreation is the sec- 
ond largest industry of Massachu- 
setts and the proposed advertising 
would relieve unemployment, aid the 
farmers and business men and in- 
crease the revenue from the gasoline 
tax. The new visitors who would 
be brought here might pay for the 
entire $100,000 appropriation. We 
don't want to see this made a politi- 
cal football in any way, and for that 
r'tason recommend that the appro- 
priation be administered by the office 
of the Secretary of State." He con' 
fended that $100,000 was not suffl- 
cicnt, but a step in the right direc- 
tion. 

Figures on Vacationists' Money i 

Representative Clarence N. Durant | 
of Lee favored the appropriation on ' 
the grounds that the revenue to be 
obtained wotild help taxpayers. 

As a member of the Advertising 
Club and the representative of the 
A. & P. Stores, one of the largest ad- 
vertisers in New England. Frank W, 
Prescott asked for favorable action. 
He told the committee that $200,000,- 
000 is spent annually by vacationists 
in Massachusetts, and that the invest- 
ment in recreational property in tho ( 
State amounts to $192,000,000, on \ 
which $6,000,000 in^taxes is paid. ] 



Of ever.y dollar spent by a vaci ■ 
tionist in this State, Mr Prescott said 
20 cents goes to transportation, 20 
cents for accommodations, 25 cents to 
retail stores, 21 cents for food, 8 cents 
for amusement and 6 cents for con- 
fections, souvenirs and miscellaneous 
expenses. In Vermont the advertis- 
ing fund is administered by the Sec- 
retary of State's ofKce, at an admin- 
istration cost of fl percent, lowest of 
any State anprnpriating advertising 
funds, he told the Ways and Means 
Committeemen. 

"Could Well Afford $100,000" 

Ex-Mayor .lohn F. Fitzgerald asked 
that Massachusetts get on her toes 
and go out for business just as is 
being done by Florida, California and 
.other Statts, which are appropriating 
I for advertising purposes co ormg 
money into their domains. 
I The State of Massachusetts spends 
] $60,000,000 to run its affairsii Mr Fitz- 
1 gerald said, and could well afford to 
I appropriate $100,000 for a profitable 
j return, just as .is done by business 
I concerns. . 

I "Business concerns spend 5 percent 
J of their gross for advertising," said 
Mr Fitzgerald, "yet all that is asked 
for the proponents of this legislation 
is one-sixth of 1 percent of what Mas- 
sachusetts spends." 

The speaker was critical of the rail- 
roads of New England, claiming that 
they are not cooperating as do rail- 
roads south of New York, providing 
half-rate fares for trips to conven- 
tion*, fairs, etc, and a one-third re- 
duction in Pullmai\ fares. He 
charged that Pennsylvania Railroad 
dominance caused the condition here. 
Cape Cod's Summer Temperature 

"Let the country know about the 
fact that on Cape Cod the temperature 
is seldom above 80 degrees and that 
thev warmth of the water is 72 de- 
grees and you'll see them coming 
here, especially in view of the de- 
velopment of the airship," Mr Fitz- 
gerald said. 

Taking issue with Fov J^ixrlayi Mr 
Fitzgerald spoke in no uncertain i 
terms about the suggestion of the 
Governor that money could be raised \ 
for public purposes through the me- 
dium of a State lottery. 

"I don't believe in it," he ex' 
claimed, "It is the curse of the coun- 
try, gambling, I wouldn't allow a 
horse track, and as for dog tracks, I'd 
■put anybody in jail who tried to 
start one." Only through honest tpil, 
said Mr Fitzgerald, can the members 
of tho body politic really prosper, 
I . . • 



I Cape Cod Found Advertising Paid 

' Charles H. Brown of Osterville told 
('of the moneyful results of the cam- 
i paign of Capt Cod interests last year, 
j'in whicli lor me expendiiure of $J0,- 
: 000 a country-wide campaign was put . 
on throughout the eastern part of the 
! country. Cape Cod and its beauties, 
its attractiveness as a recreational 
I center, its healthfulness, etc, wa* 
broadcast to the country with results. 
Brown said, which more than justi- 
fied the expenditure, 

Mr Brown enumerated a large 
number of towns on Cape Cod wlierc 
the taxable property is represented 
by holdings devoted to recreationiU 
purposes. Property of this type in 
Barnstable County runs, he said, to 
more than $42,000,000. 

Mr Brown, who for many years has 
been a booster for Cape Cod in re- 
lation to its recreational facilities, 
expressed the opinion that within the 
next 10 years the vacation business 
will be the principal one of the State. 



Definite Plan It Asked For 

Egiest J. Goulston, Boston adver- 
tising man, agreeing wiih the prin- 
ciple of the legislation, felt that 
bcfori; the committee acts upon it a 
definite advertising plan should be 
submitted. Mr Goulston felt that 
an advertising program of three years 
should be mapped out and that con- 
sequently the appropriation made 
j should be substantially higher than 
the amount asked, $100,000. 

Mr Prescott assured the committee 
that the Boston Advertising Club 
would be glad to submit such a pjan 
as Mr Goulston suggested. 

Mr Prescott reminded the commit- 
tee that with the .Summer season not 
far away, any legislation which might 
be drafted by the committee should 
be sent to the Legislature as speedily 
as possible, otherwise it v,-ould not 
be possible for an advertising cam- 
paign to be launched for the present 
year. 

Joseph A. Conway of Hull, in favor 
of the bill, told of the work done by 
the town of Hull in providing recre- 
ational facilities for persons spend- 
ing the rummer there, and of the i"e- 
sults which have been attained. Many 
thousands, he said, have been at- 
tracted to his town. 

John J. Cahill, advertising man of 
Brookline, submitted to the commit- 
tee a p'liin for the handling of Sum- 
mer visitors. 

Eric A. Nelson of Boston, repre- 
senting the Boston Real Estate Own- 
ers' and Tenants' League, in opposi- 
tion, said that Boston cannot afford 
to contribute the $25,000 which would 
be levied on it it the Icgi.slatioK is 
passed. The money, he said, should 
be secured from some other source, 
as "the taxpayers have reached the 
end of their rope."

DOLAN CASE AGAINj 

I 

To Seek Whereabouts of Books 
Of Brokerage Houses 

At a meeting of the Boston finance 
commission this afternoon, Harold B. 
Simpson of the arborway, Jamaica 
Plain, will be Interrogated as to his 
knowledge of the whereabouts of the 
books of the Legal S,3curitles Corpora- 
tion, and its successor, R. L. Emerson 
& Co., brokerage houses through whidi 
Edmund L. Dolan bought large amounts 
of bonds for the city while serving as 
city treasurer. 

Simpson was treasurer of the Legal 
Securities Corporation, now dissolved, 
through which Dolan purchased more 
than $2,000,000 of bonds for the city, 
and later was treasurer of the Emerson 
Company after it took over the Legal 
Securities Corporation's business. 

George R, Fnrnum, former special 
counsel for the finance commission, re- 
ported to that body that testimony of a 
director of the Emerson Company 
showed that Simpson was the last per- 
son known to have custody of the firm's 
books. The director said Simpson had 
the books a year ago, and tliat at that 
time he warned him- to preserve them 
carefully. 

Last December, Parnum Issued sub- 
poenas for Dolan, Simpson ijnd J. 
Walter Qulnn, president of the Legal 
Securities Corporation, but he was un- 
successful In obtaining the presence of 
any of them, and all three were later 
reported In Florida. Dolan and Quinn 
have recently appeared before tbe com- 
mission and submitted to questioning. 
Both Quinn and Simpson were em- 
ployed by Dolan In his brokerage ofHce 
— the E. L. Dolan Company — before 
becoming connected with the Legal Se- 
curities Corporation. 

Farnum, in his report to the finance 
commission, sal dit seemed clear that 
the Legal Securities Corporation, "both 
as such and under the later name of 
R. L, Emerson & Co,, was nothing hut 
a set-up for Dolan and was controlled 
by him for the purpose, among other 
things, of enabling him to participate 
in the profits from the sale of bonds" 
to the city. Dolan while city treasurer 
was cx-officlo treasurer of the Bos! on 
KinkiUE ,j(iiaiHIIHMBllli^n a.nd iu,.

CURLEY OUSTERS 

Governor Inconsistent, He 

Says — Assails Waste in 
I Recovery Program 

(Bt • Herald Staff Cormpmident) 

'WOROESTEai, March 38— Pormar 
Gov. Ely tonight took Oov. Ourlty te 
task lor removing competent public of- 
ficials from office, again called the NRA 
a failure, eaying he -was the first man 
to speak against It, »uggest«d oollectlve 
bargaining free from government super- 
vision ajr a substitute fot the NRA and 
urged suspension of the anti-trust laws. 
Speaking at a sociology seminar at 
Clark University on the "Office of Gov- 
ernor In Modem Democracy," Mr. Ely 
contended Gov. Curley was Inconsistent 
In his actions toward public ofBtiais. 

"He has used all the power at his 
command, even to firing two impaid 
members of the finance commission, in 
order that there may be no further in- 
vestigation of the former city trea- 
surer," Mr. Ely said. "Yet he would 
plaster the name of Hultman with slime 
over a few bottles of hootch. Neither 
the Dolan nor Hultman charges may 
be true, but why the dlSference In treat- 
ment?" 

Mr. Ely advocated placing tmder civil 
service stich key positions as budget 
commissioner, purchasing agent, bejik- 
ing commissioner, insiuanoe commis- 
sioner. Industrial accident board mem- 
bers and registrar of motor vehicles. 

Of the NRA, he said: "1 was the first 
man in the United States to speak 
against it. 'Whatever Justification it had 
in theory has been ruined by the meth- 
ods used." 

Asked during a question period ■what 
he might offer in place of NRA., he said 
that the principle of collective bargain- 
ing, as exemplified under article 7 A, 
wa« all right but that the government 
did not have to try to run the whole 
works in carrying it out. 

No pardon racket existed under his 
administration, he declared In answer 
to another question "I can see no Jus- 
tification to society In long prison 
terms," he said. 

Mr. Ely painted a dark picture for 
the future of Democracy becai.se of the 
abuse of tlie party system. He blamed 
organized minorities for many of the 
ills of the present state of government. 
"An enlightened public may at some 
time come to pvmish those who abuse 
it," he added. 

Harking back to the failures of the 
federal relief program, he said that the 
waste In the recovery program de- 
moralizes the people, "It Is probably 
useless to state this truth now," he 
added. "People ■ndll not believe it. Only 
time can prove it. 

"Take the processing taxes, for ex- 
ample. Take them on cotton. Our tex- 
tiles, In these taxes, pay better than 30 
per cent, of the cost of labor on each 
yard of cotton fabric. Ths money goes 
back to the planter for what he does 
not raLse. It is a gold brick to him. It 
tends to decrease the tise of cotton, to 
depress wages, to cut^all buying p-iTer."' 
Mr. Ely closed with an appeal to the 
students to undertake more intelligent 
voting. He advised the students to in- 
terest themselves In the policies of their 
city, stjite and nation and not to let 
the general disrepute deter them. "At

Thinks State Lottery Might 
Be Better Proposition 

Gov Curley yesterday expres.sed his 
opposition to a sales tax when he told 
members of his "brain trust," at the 
weekly luncheon meeting at tlie Parker 
House, that he believed it would be 
"unwise to embark on a program 
against the unorganized masses," which 
he indicated the sales tax would hit. 

"I question whether a state lottery 
would not be a better way to raise 
money than by a sales tax." declared 
the Governor. "I'm not sure which is 
worse: the cur.'ie of taxation or the 
crime ot .gambling." 

The Governor, iu concluding the dis- 
cussion of a proposed 2 per cent, sales 
tax, said he "shared greatly" the 
opinion of E. A. Filcno, Boston mer- 
chant, a previous speaker wlio vigor- 
ously attacked the tax. Robert J. Watt 
of the State Federation ot Labor also 
opposed the proposal at the luncheon. 

Henrv F. Long, state commLssioner 
of coiporaiion.'s and taxation and a 
leading advocate of a sales tax, pro- 
voked the dtscussion when he addressed 
the gathering on the need for new 
sources of revenue. He said a .sales tax, 
without exemptions, was the best 
method of getting additional revenue. 

During the discu.ssion of the numer- 
ous problems confronting Massachu- 
setts at the piesent time, the Governor 
referred to the strike now in progress 
at the Schuster-Hawyard Mills In 
Douglas. 'Winfleld A. Schuster, member 
ot the executive council and head of 
the mills, often has been at odds with 
the Governor in council .sessions, 

"I am shocked t,o learn ot the strike 
at the Schuster mills," said the Gov- 
ernor. "I have profound respect for 
Mr. Schuster, I hope that what I have 
heard is untrue, that Mr. Schuster has 
refused to participate in conferences to 
settle the question involved."

Flagrant violation of law while 
he wae police commissioner of Bos- 
ton is laid at the door of Eugene 
C. Hultman, chairman of the Met- 
ropolitan District Connmission, in 
new charges that are to be heard 
next Wednesday in rennoval pro- 
ce«dinp.s hefore the governor and 
council. 

According to 
these charges 
Hultman flouted 
the very statute 
under which he 
was appointed 
police commis- 
sioner. Even 
when he accept- 
ed this appoint- 
ment and was 
sworn into of- 
fice he already 
was holding the 
job of engineer 
Eugene C. Hultman of the Boston 
Elevated railway, for which lie was 
being paid $4000 a year, and con- 
tinued to hold it for a time. 

I PROBE LAW VIOLATION 

Whether he also was violating 
the law in retaining hie job as en- 
};ineer while he was building com- 
missioner of the city of Boston and 
later fire commiesioncr is etill be- 
ing investigated by Atty. John P. 
■Ppenev. special prosecutor for Gov. 
Curley in the removal proceeding. 

But, it was stated by those aid- 
ing in the investigation, there ie 
no doubt of the violation of the 
statute while police commissioner. 
Hultman himself admitted that, it 
is pointed out. In a letter to the 
Elevated trustees in which he re- 
linquished the job and sought a 
peneion in place of the salaiy. This 
pension was denied him. 

The acts of 1906, Chapter 291, 
Section 7, gives the governor and 
council authority to appoint the 
police commissioner. This act lays 
down the following stipulation for 
holding office:

Ely Speaks— Says Curley 
Stopped Dolan Investigation 

What few said about the IDolan 
inquiry, and uncounted persons 
thought, former Governor Ely put 
into blunt words, last night. Gover- 
nor Curley, he charged, suppressed 
the Dolan investigation. 

"He used all his power." Mr. Ely 
said, "even to firing two unpaid 
members of the Boston Finance 
Commission— in order that there 
might be no further investigation 
of the former city treasurer." 

"Ai,d this." added the former Gov- 
ernor, "despite the Indications— in 
the evidence collected — of a possible 
grave fraud involving thousands of 
taxpayers' dollars." 

Then Mr. Ely launched his barbed 
challenge, that was to impale the 
Governor on a dilemma. "Neither 
the Dolan charges, nor those leveled 
against Eugene C. Hultman, may be 
true. 

"But why air the Hultman case to 
the bottom— and not the Dolan 
case?" 

Mr. Ely spoke on the governorship 
as a sociological force, before a Clark 
University seminar. "The Governor." 
he remarked acidly, "ought to be big 
enough to keep a good man on the 
job, regardless of party, But that is 
too much to oxi>ect. 

"Civil service for key positions 
must then be established."

Ely accused Curley of using "aJl

Edmund J, Dolan of Boston. 

"Although such investigation as 
has taken place," he said, "indicates 
the possibility of the gravest fraud 
involving thousands of dollars of 
taxpayers' money, he would plaster 
th« nanw of Hultman with slime 
«v«r «, few bottles of hootch. 

"Neither the Dolan or Hijltman 
#urees may be true, but why the 
difference in treatment? Why air 
one to the bottom and not the oth- 
er?" 

The former Governor once again 



assailed the NRA, asserting that 
"wliatever justification it had in 
theory has been ruined by the 
methods used." 

He decried "waste and extrava- 
gance for political ends" in ordinary 
times "to add to them," he said, "as 
a deliberate means of recovery, only 
increases demoralization and in- 
jury." 

He advocated abandonment of 

the processing tax and said that 
to increase the tax on cotton would 
mean "goodby textiles, pleasant 
dreams and good night." 

The former Governor further ad- 
vocated the placing of administra- 
tive heads under civil service so 
that competent men, serving the 
State well, will not be "tossed out 
to oil a political macliine or to pay 
a political debt."

To the man of 
practical mind it comes from the 
ability which the office furnishes 
of doing favors, either business or 
political, helping a friend or one 
who can control votes to obtain a 
political nosition or to get some fav- 
or from the government. The high- 
er the office the greater the power. 
The mayor of a great city control- 
ling the expenditures of millions of 
dollars without much, if any, check 
upon his actions is in a position to 
help his friends in a thousand ways. 
He asually does help them. Political 
power is built upon just such favors. 
Sometimes the favor is an act of 
omission. Often an act of commis- 
sion. 



Vote Seeking 

"The mere fact of public spending 
is not the only evil, nor is the power 
perpetuated solely by reason of it. 
The practical politician seeks votes 
where he can find them, ftis 
precious control of government, his 
living, his position in the commun- 
ity are dependent on this inside con- 
trol. Ho must not lose an election, i 
His first question i.s--what do the ' 
people want? Where is the mass 
vote? The labor vote. He must 
please that vote. The practical man 
never opposes anything the so-called i 
leaders of labor advocate, no mat- ' 
ter what the cost to the people may 
bo. The veteran.^— a big vote. They 
must bo satisfied. All sentimental 
appeals must be met. They are met 
—not on their economic results, but ' 
on sentiment. Again the result is 
increased taxes, increa.sed cost of 
business and living, lowered profits, 
reduced wages and another step to- 
ward industrial depression. 

"Prom my observations these are 
the reasons why nearly every gov- 
ernmental unit in the United States, 
with the exception of the Federal 
government and the state of Ma.ssa- 
chusctts, and a very few others, are 
utterly unable to take care of their 
people in these days of unemploy- 
ment. The great cities were milked 
dry by a rotten Dolitical system 
Detroit found itself with a total in- 
debtedness of 250 million while Mas- 
sachusetts' direct debt for the whole 
state government was only about 10 
million. 



Well Governed State 

"The greatest boon to the poli- 
tician, if he uses it to that end, Is 
an elaborate system of spending, and 
the unscrupulous man does not hesi- 
tate to use it that way. The man 
on the inside knows whore public 
improvements are going, the insid- 
ers know where to buy and having 
bought, they also know how to sell 
and the profits fall into their laps 
without ri^k and then easy profits 
line the pockets of the politicians to, 
help perpetuate the power and con- ' 
trol of governments. It is this line 
of easy profit that calls forth the 
5trenuou.s effort of many men to be 
on the inside, always with a winner. 
It is their life, their livelihood. 

"This urge is not in the interest 
of good government. It is the seed 
of extravagance and waste and cor- 
ruption. Hidden far away from the 
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Spending 

"Massachusetts has been a well 
governed state, so far as its finances 
are concerned, and consequently, is 
ma better position today than any 
other in the union to come to the 
assistance of its citizens in this hour 
of need. In fact, it is one of a very 
tew states in a position, if necessity 
required it, capable of financing all 
it.s own needs and the requirements 
ot its citizens. No other state has 
given an equal amount of financial 
co-operation in the President's 
plans for relief. No other .state has. 
carried its share of responsibility in 
the public works programme as' has 
this .state of ours. It has done this 
quietly and without the fanfare of 
trumpets, publicity or oratory. Not 
only have we done this as a gov- 
ernment but our people have paid in 
taxes to the Federal government to 
support^other communities way be- 
yond the lx;nefits returned to us. 

"The politician is apt to be fickle. 
He can change his allegiance over- 
night—yes, during the night, from 
bitter denunciation to glowing 
praise. He seldom gets out of the 
parade when it counter-marches. 
Hi.s leadership often consists in step- 
ping out in front of the captain a 
mile or so along the line of march, 
just as soon as he is sure which way 
the parade l.s going. 



Inconsistency 

"Let me give you a glowing ex- 
ample of political inconsistency. The 
present governor has u.scd all the 
power at his' Jcmmand even to fir- 
ing two unpaid members of the Fi- 
nance Cninmi.ssion in order that 
there may be no further investiga- 
tion of the former city treasurer, al- 
though such investigation as ha.s al- 
ready taken place indicates the pos- 
sibility of the gravest fraud in- 
volving thousands of taxpavers' dol- 



lars. Yet he would plaster the name 
of Hultman with slime over a few 
bottles of hootch. Neither the Dol- 
an or Hultman charges may be true 
but why the difference in treat- 
ment? Why air one to the bottom 
and not the other? 

"There is a aatanio humor in the 
spectacle of some politicians assail- 
ing the bankers, not because they 
should be free from attack, and not 
because their methods of busines.s 
did not need to be remodeled, but 
because these politicians, of all per- 
sons, should have a sort of kinship 
of feeling for their erring brethren. 
There should have been a sort of 
honor between them. Now, le.st my 
apparently bitter attack be misun- 
derstood, let me hasten on to fur- 
ther analysis of t|ie life and growth 
of the politician. 

"We carried him from his enthusi- 
astic and child-like beginning up. 
through his years of profitless ser- 
vice to the point where, as one in a, 
thousand, he has risen to a position 
of trust and responsibility. As I 
have said, he has now become the 
holder of a place of accredited dig- 
nity by election or appointment. 
There is another possibility. He may 
decJae to become a big boss, not an 
office holder by election or appoint- 
ment, but a manipulator of men, 
policies and plums. Massachusetts 
lias been creditably free from this 
class. The few that we have had 
must be looked upon as citizens who, | 
for the most part, did not injure the j 
government. 

"It is a peculiar result, because, ' 
generally speaking, the boss type is 
an expen,sive luxury in government. 
Again we must eulogize Ma.ssachu- 
setts. . Political organizations as 
known to other states have never 
flourished here. Our people arc too 
independent. The suspicious make- 
up of the early .settlers against po- 
litical tyrants and the experience of 
those coming later, especially the 
Irish, has been handed down from 
generation to generation. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there have been times 
when I thought that a strong-armed 
boss would be a good thing— at least 
hi the Democratic rank.s where, 
in the past, everyone lias assumed 
leadership to the point where there 
was no one to follow. Be that as It 
may, I do not believe that the cre- 
ation of a strong-armed political 
machine can be perpetuated here by 
anybody— not even the present gov- 
ernor. 



Why the Firing? 

"Now just one thing about poli- 
ticians in general. There are a 
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reat many fine men and women in 
.he political life of this state— those 
who serve the people with intelli- 
gence and ability, and a conscienti- 
ous regard for the natural obligation 
of public service. None of these 
key positions are under civil service. 
Appointed for terms, they are sub- 
ject to the vicissitudes of parly suc- 
cess and tho whims cf oartisan clec t- 
efi officials. The clerks, bookkeep- 
ers, stenographers, and all tho.s'^ 
who perform routine work are pro- 
tected by civil service, but the man 
who gives direction to their work 
and guides the cour.tic of his particu- 
lar .job is a political henchman. 

"Governors sliould be big enougn. 
and wise enoigli, and independent 
enough to keep a good man on the 
.job regardless of political affiliation, 
but that is too much to expect. For 
good administration, the.se key posi- 
tions which are purely e,'{ccuti\-e 
should also be under civil service. 
For example: take Guy, in the bank- 
ing department; Carl Raymond, as 
i budget commissioner; Cronin. as 
j purchasing agent; Brown, as insur- 
I ance commissioner; Lyman, in pub- 
i lie works; Parks, on the industrial 
I accident board; Ryan, as registrar 
of motor vehicles — ail competent 
men, serving the state well. Why 
change them? Should they be 
tossed out to oil a political machine 
or to pay a political debt? 



"Now for a few present day and 
toncrc;t« observations. While we are 
•eforming everything else we had 
letter give a little a,ttention to re- 
orming our politics. The bankers 
lave made a lot of trouble for us, 
10 doubt, but only slightly less than 
mr politicians. The wa.ste and ex- 
ravaganco of polities and the coo- 
ng dove praclices for votes have 
learly demoralized governments, 

"The waste and extravagance for 
lolitlcal ends in ordinary times ar-? 
■ad enough — but to add to them de- 
iberately as a means of recovery, 
mly increases the demoralization 
,nd injury. It is probably useless 
o state- this truth now. People will 
lot believe it. Only time can prove 
t to them. At present, such ideas 
irand you as a tory. as subservient 
.0 those of special privilege. Such 
m assertion gets you called names. 



Party Idea 

"These factor.s point out the cost 
of maintaining our political .system. 
Washington, in his farewell address, 
pointed out the reasons against the 
establishment of party government. 
He was against the party system. 
In this one re.specl the caution has 
not been followed. It never will be 
followed. The party Idea is loo 
powerfully entrenched. But an en- 
lightened public may come in time 
to chastise those who abuse it. It j 
may after a while come to take the , 
fatuous promises of self-seekers less 
seriously. It may come to hold in ' 
better opinion the man who, for 
sound economic reasons, sometimes 
stands up against organized minori- 
ties. This must happen. Otherwise 
dcmocraey is doomed. 

"Speaking of organized minorities, 
these arc by no means confined to 
lalior or soldiers, and at least their 
objective Is humanitarian. Special 
interest — "the malefactors of great 
ivealth,"— single industries — the men 
seeking special favors— they also are 
jveU organized minorities. They, 
ikewise,,may be equally dangerous 
ind more insidiously perversive of 
;ood government. When you con- 
■idcr them all, these organized blocs 
)f every description, no one of them 
ilone L"! the people when men arc 
rhosen to represent. 



raxes 

"Take one example. Take the 
iroce&sing taxes. Take them, on 
•otton. Our textiles pay, in these 
axes, better than 30 per cent of the 
:ost of labor on each .yard of cotton 
'abric. The money goes to th^ 
Planter for what he does not raise. 
;t is a gold brick to him. Why? 
Because it tends to decrease the uso 
>f cotton, to depress wages, to cur- 
all buying power and as it in- 
jreases the price of raw cotton to 
yiminate foreign markets and in- 
Wase foreign production. Tlie pro- 
cessing taxes divided between tex- 
tile workers, the consumer, and the 
*nanufacturcr would be tremend- 
pusly helpful. These taxes should 
tie abandoned. Compronii.se would 
Indicate their reduction, but the ad- 
jninistration wishes to Increase 
hem. If they do— goodbye textiles, 
ileasant dreams and good-night. 
t "You know what I think of tiic 
\J'. R. A. I was the first man in 
Ihe United States, way back in Sep- 
tember, 1933, to speak against it. ll 
li still bad. Whatever justification 
. had in theory has been ruined by 
he methods u.sed. 
! "This was to be an era of good 
; Joling. That represents the Presi- 
; ent's nature. But good feeling can- 
■ t)t be engendered solely from the 
^ jlsh. Progress, featuring content- 
tent alone, can produce it, and 
idging by the abusive of the Sena- 
jr, the Priest, and the General, it 
btild not appear that we have yet 
:taincd either progress, content - 
ent or the era of good feeling. If

Says Governors Should Be Big Enough to Keep 
Competent Men on Job — Voices Dissatisfaction

Criticism of Governor Curley 's 
pmctice of removing competent men 
from office, dissatisfaction witli the 
NRA, and defense of his own ideas in 
pardoning prisoners, were Jll con- 
tained in a talk given by former Gov.

TELLS HOW POLITICIANS 
GAIN POWER AND FAVOR 

Governor Cujrley was the subject I 
of a slashing attack by his prede- 
cessor, former Gov. Joseph B. Ely, 
■who lectured on "The Office of the 
Governor as a Sociological Force," 
at Clark university, last night. 

Removal of two Boston finance 
commission members by Governor 
Curlcy was only a means of block- 
ini; further investigation of Kd- 
mund Dolan. former Boston city 
treasurer, said the ex-governor, 
who charged Governor Curley is 
using all his power to halt the in- 
quiry, even though the current 
progress of the investigation "m- ; 
dicates the possibility of the 
gravest fraud, involving thousands 
of taxpayers' dollars." 

Ex-Governor Ely spoke at length 
on the methods by which politicians 
obtain power through granting fa- 
vors, through changing their posi- 
tion frequently to "march with the 
parade, even when it counter- 
marches," and through catering to 
labor, veterans and other groups 
of vxjters. 

Denounces NBA Methods 

He vigorously denounced the 
NKA, saying whatever justiftcation 
it had in theory has been ruined by 
Its methods. He declared himself 
in favor of abandoning the process- 
ing tax and said if the .'dministra- 
tion increases the cotton tax it 
means "Good-bye textiles, pleasant 
dreams and good night." 

After urging heads of adminis- 
trative departments in the state be 
placed on civil service, he assailed 
the alleged "toesing out of compe- 
tent men to oil a political machine 



or pay a political debi. As victims " 
of such "tossing" he cited former 
Bank Commissioner Arthur Guy, 
Budget Commissioner Car! Ra3P- 
mond, Purchasing Agent George J. 
Cronln, Insurance Commissioner 
Merton W. Brown and former Reg- 
istrar of Motor Vehicles Morgan T. 
Ryan. 

Discussing charges that a par- 
don racket" flourished while he was 
in office and that lawyers dictated 
pardons he said these charges were 
unqualifiedly false. Asked why he 
attacked the Norfolk prison colony, 
he replied he "got after the man 
who ran it." 
"This man," he said, "had a one- 
'• track mind with a lot of ideas, but 
he was limited in a practical way. 
He was a splendid man if you let 
some one else administer the 
prison." 

Trouble by Politicians 
Summarizing a lengthy discus- 
Blon of the evils of the political sys- 
tem in this state and country, he 
said: "Now for a few present-day 
and concrete observations. While 
we are reforming everything else 
we had better give a little attention 
to reforming our politics. The 
bankers have made a lot of trouble 
for us, no doubt, but only slightly 
less than our politicians. The waste 
and extravagance of politics and 
the cooing dove practices for votes 
have almost demoralized govern- 
ments. 

"The ■waste and extravagance for 
political ende in ordinary times are 
bad enough, but to add to them de- 
liberately as a means of recovery 
only increases the demoralization 
and Injury. It is probably useless 
to state this truth now. People will 
not believe it. Only time can prove 
it to them. At present such ideas 
brand you as a tory, as subservient 
to those of special privilege. Such 
an assertion get.-? you called names. 
"Thtff was to be an era of good 
feeling. That represents the Presi- 
dent's nature. But good feeling can- 
not be engendered solely from the 
wish. Progress, featuring content- 
ment alone, can produce it and, 
judging bjr the abuses of the sen- 
ator, the priest and the general, it 
would not appear that we have yet

satisfied. All sentinnaental appeals 
must be met. They are met— not 
on their economic results, but on 
sentiment. Again the result is in- 
creased taxes, increased cost of 
business and living-, lowered profits, 
reduced wages and another step 
toward industrial depression. 

"There is a Satanic humor in the 
spectacle of some politicians as- 
sailing the banlters, not because 
they should be free from attack, 
and not because their methods of 
business did not need to be re- 
modeled, but because these politi- 
cians, of all persons, should have 
a sort of kindahip of feeling for 
their erring brethren. There should 
have been a sort of honor between 
them. Now, lest my apparently 
bitter attack be misunderstood, let 
me hasten on further to analysis 
of the life and growth of the poli- 
tician. 

Maiiipulator of Men 

"We carried him from his en- 
thusiastic and childlike beginning 
up through his years of profitless 
service to the point where, as one 
in a thousand, he has risen to a 
position of trust and responsibility. 
As I have said, he has now be- 
come- the holder of a place of ac- 
credited dignity by election or aip- 
pointment. There ig another pos- 
sibility. He may decide to become 
a big boss, not an office holder by 
'election or appointment, but a 
manipulator of men, policies and 
plums. Massachusetts has been 
creditably free from this class. The 
few tha-t we have had must be 
looked upon as citizens who, for 
the most part, did not injure the 
government. 

"It is a peculiar result, because, 
generally speaking, the bos.s type is 
an expen.sive luxury in government. 
He must eulogize Massachusetts. 
Political organizations as known to 
other states have never flourished 
here. Our people are too independ- 
ent. The suspicious make-up of 
the early settlers against political 
tyrants and the experience of tho.ie 
coming ■lai;cr, especially the Xri.sh, 
has been handed down from gener- 
ation to generation. A.9 a matter of 
fact, there have been times when I 
thought that a strong-armed boss 
would be a good thing— at least in 
the Democratic ranks where, in 
the past, everyone has assumed 
leadership to the point where there 
was no one to follow. Be that as it 
may, I <io not believe that the cre- 
ation of a strong-armed political 
machine can be paipetuated here 
by anybody— not even the present 
Governor.

Although' an unfavorable com- 
mittee report has emerged on the 
proposed flat-rate compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance, the plan stands a 
better chance for success than at any 
time since the idea was first pro- 
pounded. 

For the first time, the legislative 
committee on insurance voted al- 
most evenly on the measure, seven 
members opposing the plan, six 
favoring it, and two re.serving their 
rights. Such a committee vote 
presages a strenuous figlit on the 
floors of tlie House and Senate for 
the flat rate plan which has been 
defeated annually ever since com- 
pulsory insurance started. 

Senator John P. Donovan, chair- 
man of the committee and one of the 
dissenters from the committee re- 
port, is due to lead the fight for flat- 
rate insurance. Representing Chelsea 
and Revere, where the rates are the 
highest in the State, Senator Dono- 
van is in duty bound to favor the 
measure. 

! But none of the flat-rate supporters 
' are naive enough even to hope for 
legislative approval of the plan. Too 
many representatives and senators 
from low-rate districts are anxious lo 
vote "no." These law makers from 
low-rate zones realize that the flat 
rate would boost the charges in their 
districts; so, they argue, why should 
they vote for the plan? 

I > > > 

I But what these legislators may not 
foresee is the day when their rates 
will be raised just through the nat- 
ural cour.se of events. As Senator 
Donovan points out, the high com- 
pulsory insurance charges are driv- 
ing car owners into low-rate dis- 
tricts. Before long this migration 
will result in increased charges in 
the latter zones, and lower rates in 
the high-charge districts. Senator 
Donovan revealed that the number 
of car owners in Chelsea has been 
cut in half since the compulsory law 
went into effect. It is only a matter 
of time before the low-rate man will 
be climbing aboard the flat-rate 
wagon. 

Yet there is a po.ssibility that be- 
fore the flat rate plan is successful 
the compulsory insurance law may 
be abolished entirely. Representa- 
tive Martin Hays, father of the 
compulsory law, is now fighting lor 
its repeal. Within a short time he 
will bring out of his judiciary com- 
mittee a report favoring repeal. Of 
cour.se repeal will not be .successful 
this year. But Representative Hays 
says it is sure to come within a 
year or two. So it appears that a 
long-term race is on between a flat 
rate plan and repeal. 

When the targets of an investiga- 
tion demand to be investigated, 
there is usually some undisclosed 
reason behind the demand. So 
when Ma.ssachiisetts county com- 
missioners asked the legislative com- 
mittee on counties to favor an in- 
vestigation of county expenses, 
State House .sought the reason and 
it was not hard to find. There Is a 
bill before the committee for the 
abolition of county government. 



The county commissioners are I 
convinced that county governmentl 
is an essential part of>the Massa- 
chusetts governmental system They 
believe the expenses are equitable 
for the .services rendered. To foie- 
stall abolition of county govern- 
ment, which is demanded by Gov- 
crnor Curley and Mayor Mansfield, 
thev proposed an investigation. 
It is understood that the committee.! 

members are convinced that an In- 
vestigation should be held to deter- ' 
mine the cost of county government 
and its real worth to the State as a 
whole and that not until such an 
investigation is conducted should 
any action tie taken to abolish it. 

There is no indication as to the 
possible action of the House and 
Senace on the proposed investiga- 
tion, but there seems no valid reason 
why such a study should not be con- 
ducted to reveal the real value or 
lack of value of the county system. 
> > > 
Two plump plums are just about 
ready to fall from the Curley patron- 
age tree. They are appointments of 
a member of the State Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission and 
a state commisioner of insurance. 
The terms of the present office hold- 
ers, William A. L. Bazeley and Mer- 
ton L. Brown, respectively, expire 
on April 7. 

These are the first major patron- 
age plums Govern or Curl ey has had 
to hand out withoiit first forcibly 
removing some political enemy. Both 
present officers are Republicans, but 
Mr. Brown is the only one who has 
been a real target for the Governor. 
Governor Curley during his cam- 
paign promised to remove Mr. 
Brown, because of the present high 
compulsory automobile insurance 
rates. Whether he will fulfiU that 
promise is not known. The Governor 
has not attacked Mr. Brown since 
ascending Beacon Hill. But It doe.s 
not appear that the Governor will 
pass up this opportunity to reward 
one of his .staunch supporters. What 
will happen to Mr. Bazeley Is not 
j known. 

1 At any rate, no person has been 

mentioned yet for either post. If the 

' Governor has anyone in mind, he

After some 80 
hectic days In the Governor's suite 
at the State House, Mr. Curley pays 
the office of chief executive of 
Massachusetts the doubtful compli- 
ment of annoimcing In effect that 
one term will be plenty; he's aim- 
ing higher up. 

A United States Senntorshlp may 
he higher up, although there have 
been United States Sen.itors who 
aspired to be Governor,'', yet if one 
may presume to speak for the heart 
of the old I'.ay State, Its pride 1^ 
somewhat hurt by such a palpable 
reflection upon the prestige of a 
grpnt Comm onwealth.
